In claim 1 , 2 nd to last line, "3%" has been deleted and replaced with -5%--. 
In claim 34, on lines 4 and 5, "and contains carbide in a content of 5 to 50% by 
volume" has been deleted. 

2. Claims 1 5, 1 7 and 34 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Claims 1 7 and 34 recite a sintered sliding member where martensite phase 
contains retained austenite phase dispersed therein in a content of 5 to 40% by volume 
which is not taught or suggested by the art of record. 

5. Claim 1 5 recites a sintered sliding member composition where at least one 
carbide selected from the group consisting of Cr 7 C 3 carbide, M 6 C carbide and MC 
carbide being coarsened to have an average grain size of at least 40 urn, dispersed and 
precipitated therein in a content of at least 5% by volume by adding Cr powder, Mo 
powder, W powder, V powder or ferrous alloy contained high alloying elements which is 
not taught or suggested by the art of record. In particular, cited US Patent No.7,297,177

to Sandberg et al. teaches a sintered sliding surface with a carbide diameter of < 3 urn 
and cited U.S. Patent No. 5,936,169 to Pinnow et al. teaches a sintered sliding surface 
with a carbide diameter of up to 6 urn.
